Four Divisions. 

The Beargrass railway is composed 
of four lines or divisions. The Jeffer- 
sontown line, the Prospect line, the 
Orell or Salt river division and the 
■Okolona line— all under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Louisville City Railway, 
and operated from the 
station on Green street between 
Third and Fourth. 

The first line to be put in operation 
was the Jeffersontown line, the first 
trip being made May 2, 1903. Next 
was the Prospect line which made its 
initial trip Oct. 5, 1904, and the Salt 
River Division to Pleasure Ridge 
Park, about the same time as the 
Prospect line; afterward it was ex- 
tended to Valley Station and then on 
to Orel!. The Okolona division was 
put in operation last 

Under the able management, Mr. 
T H. Minary, "Chief of Staff," Mr. 
J. T. Funk, Superintendent, and Mr. 
J. Fishback, assistant, the people of 
Jefferson county have much to be 
thankful for in the service rendered 
by these lines, and the convenience 
and pleasure obtained therefrom. 
The cars are commodious and com- 
fortable, having separate compart- 
ments for the "colored brother.

The Okolona Division. 

The Okolona line, running almost 
due east out the Preston street road, 
is the shortest of the four lines, 
having a length of nine and -eight- 
tenths miles; but is by no means least 
in point of interest- 
When we leave behind the dust 
and din of the busy city we sit np and 
take note. Our attention is first at- 
tracted by an old shell of a house, a 
relic of "ye olden times," which, if it 
could give voice to knowledge pos- 
sessed, would, no doubt, tell many an 
interesting "tale of by-gone days." 
Then we pass old Fort Hill, one of 
the strongholds of the pioneers, where 
rest in unknown graves many 
and women who, with their life blood, 
paved the way for our enjoyment of 
this beautiful territory. Next 
pass St. Stephens cemetery where 
laid many a worthy soul, with hands 
clasped upon his breast: 

"Bands that the rod of empire misrht hav< 
swayed. 

Or waked to ecetacy the living lyre."

Fourteen sites from which 
State Board of Agriculture 
select a permanent home of the 
Kentucky State Fair, were submitted 
last Friday. The tracts of land that 
have been proposed as a site 
situated variously in the west end, 
the east end and in the southern por- 
tion of the city. From these sites 
the site committee will select one 
more and submit them to a meeting 
of the board with recommendations, 
though, according to Secretary R E. 
Hughes, the members of the board 
at their meeting will take up every 
proposal. About October 23 or 24 a 
meeting of the State Board of Agri- 
culture will be called and the per- 
manent site will then be selected. 
The meeting of the site committee 
as held at the State Fair head- 
quarters in the Commercial building. 
Mr. Hughes said that the committee 
had made a thorough investigation 

to the value of property in or 
rounding Louisville, and that the bids 
conformed to their idea of the value. 

Five of the proposals that were 
submitted are for tracts of property 
n the east end, the Tyler property, 
near St Matthews; the Chenowith 
property at St. Matthews; the Hike 
tract, on the Bardstown road; the 
Blankenbaker tract, three miles from 
Jeffersontown, and the Morat sub- 
division, near Anchorage, 
nection with these proposals Milton 
H. Smith, president of the Louisville 
Nashville railroad, said that he 
weuld agree to run passenger trains 
from First street and Tenth street 
stations for the accomodation of the 
State Fair visitors provided the fair 
is located in the east end. He also 
agreed to make arrangements for 
the shipping of freight at low rates. 

Three of the proposals are for sites 
in th,e west end— the McDonald tract, 
near Shawnee Park; the Vogt prop- 
erty, west of Eighteenth street and 
outh of the Cane Run road, and the 
Bonhannon tract, on the Illinois Cen- 
railroad on the Eighteenth 
streetroad. 

The other six proposals are for 
sites in the southern section. The 
proposals are for the following pieces 
of property: Jacob addition- mic 
between the Eighteenth street 
roquois Park car lines, and on the 
llinois Central railroad; the John B.
